EDITOR'S LETTER 


If your architect 
or designer isn’t 
offering you 
environmentally 
sustainable design 
and building 
solutions, I suggest 
you go elsewhere 


R ecently, I attended the SEE Sustainable 
Experience exhibition in Brisbane. It was 
the launch of what is set to be an annual 
event, and one which I believe is the 
must-see building event of the coming years. 

Arriving at the Brisbane Showgrounds and entering 
the marquee, I found I was among many colleagues 
I know from the building and design industry. I had 
planned to attend all the seminars and visit all the 
stands, but by the end of day one, I had managed 
only four stands and one seminar. Such was the buzz 
among colleagues, I ended up spending more time 
talking to them about the exciting developments in the 
green building industry rather than actually meeting 
the suppliers. So on day two, I was focused, and while 
I did still manage to chat to colleagues, I also finally 
visited all the stands. 

Some of the products and services exhibited were 
known to me, but there were many exciting new ones 
to investigate. I’ve always been known for my interest 
in and passion for sustainable design. When I became 
involved in the building industry several decades ago, 
green building was in its infancy in Australia. In the 
years since, it has had a chequered history, with many 
ups and downs. But I do believe the majority of people 
now know that environmentally sustainable design — 
or green design — is no longer an add-on but a must- 
have. Sure, there is still a lot of green washing going 
on, but if you cut through that and ensure you consult 
experts when designing and building, the chances of 
avoiding it or getting it wrong are slim. 

When researching products for your build, you will 
now find most good companies have an environmental 
statement on their website. This will be on taps and 
toilets, carpets and flooring, lights and electrical goods 
and everything else you’ll need for your project. The 
information won’t just be about energy saving either, 
it will be about the materials used in the manufacture 
of these goods, where they are sourced, their chain of 


custody and their LCA (Life Cycle Analysis). 

If you can’t find this information, ask for it, as the 
more informed we are as consumers — and the more 
we ask for products that benefit our wellbeing — the 
more manufacturers will be compelled to produce 
quality goods. 

And this relates to your home’s design, too. 

If your architect or designer isn’t offering you 
environmentally sustainable design and building 
solutions, I suggest you go elsewhere. As architect 
Peter Maddison states, “Good design considers the 
environmental impact of architecture as mandatory, 
not an optional extra.” 

This issue, you will find projects that embrace these 
principles. They not only look amazing, but they also 
enhance the lives of their occupants and the built 
environment, too. 

Enjoy the journey through these pages.

Ceramicist Milly Dent is beautifying tableware 
one piece at a time

A fter completing her studies, Milly Dent 
left Sydney’s College of Fine Arts 
with all guns blazing, creating her own 
design studio in 2014 that produces 
tableware that’s a far cry from the norm. Focusing 
on using clay to push the boundaries, the young 
designer is now making her unique products full 
time to meet the seemingly endless demand for 
the handmade pieces. 

“I have always been a maker, and for me, 
the process of making anything is equally as 
satisfying as the end result,” says Milly. What 
began as a passionate pastime making ceramics 
for herself and her friends suddenly grew to the 
point where Milly had to set up her own space 
with a kiln so she could monitor the entire design 
process. “I loved the power I had as the maker 
over every stage, from prototype and mould 
making to firing,” she says. “I also studied 
in Montreal, Canada for six months where I 
developed my true appreciation for the craft 
and expanded my knowledge through exposure 
to new methods and a new mindset.” 

Revolving around the concept of beautiful but 
practical objects, the Marble collection is a true 
demonstration of the refinement and time that 
goes into each piece. In a colour palette of blue 
and white, Milly ’s Marble collection and style 


“plays on traditional porcelain wares and warps 
them to create contemporary pieces, which are 
fixed in the movement used to make them. I try 
to keep things clean and balanced to create works 
that are distinctive and unique.” 

Relying on the clay to work its magic, 
each piece is one of a kind, with the designer 
using intuition to determine the final product. 

“My process is very fluid and the results are 
wonderfully unpredictable — the process does 
what it does and is dependent on what the clay 
wants to do,” Milly admits. 

Maintaining quality and staying true to her 
design aesthetic is at the forefront of Milly’ s 
mind. “My designs are made to stand the test of 
time, not to follow changing fashion and trends. 

I focus on designs which are minimalist yet 
interesting and unique,” says Milly. “Each piece is 
made with the user in mind and their experience 
with the object, be it functional or sculptural.” HD

C ollingwood-based design trio Andrew 
Boddington, Josep Vallhonrat and 
Richard Fanale are AJAR — a niche 
business established in 2012 that 
brings Spanish furniture to Australian shores. 
Eighty per cent of AJAR’s products are new 
to the Australian market, with the company 
offering more than 15 brands to design 
connoisseurs who just can’t get enough. 

AJAR directors Josep, Richard and Andrew 
come from varying backgrounds. Andrew and 
Richard are both interior designers, while Josep 
is a Spanish-born and -trained architect. “I got 
into the design industry because I have always 


been fascinated about how to materialise one’s 
creativity into something tangible,” says Josep. 

“I did my studies at the ETSAV University 
in Barcelona, Spain. I would say I became 
a designer when I had the skills to materialise 
my ideas and show them to other people.” 

Eor Richard, inspiration strikes in the form 
of great architects including Ludwig Mies van 
der Rohe, Erank Lloyd Wright and Vincent Van 
Duysen. “The concept of less is more resonates 
with me on so many levels,” says Richard. 

“I find beauty in simple elements. The simplicity 
of a stream of light intersecting an object in 
a room can trigger an emotional response 
visualising a detail which can be created.”

D esigner and illustrator Kenneth 

King is the man behind Kingdom 
Home, penning every design for 
every collection the company has 
produced so far. Ken worked for Designer 
Rugs and on a range of international projects 
for names including the W Hotel, and his talent 
is infused in every design his mind conjures. 

After studying a Bachelor of Interior Design 
at UTS, and later a Diploma of Graphic 
Communication at CATC Design School, 

Ken’s lucky break was nothing short of a 
Hollywood moment. “I started doing freelance 
design work in editorial illustrations and sent 
my portfolio to Bazmark [Baz Luhrmann’s 
company],” says Ken. “I received a call, and 
they entrusted me to illustrate some of their 
ideas onto paper for the launch of CM Home. 
The design was adapted to become wallpaper, 
fabrics and rugs — and that’s when I thought, 
‘Why not do it myself?”’ 

When looking at Ken’s designs, the first 
word that springs to mind is original. In 
a saturated market where minimalism rules, 
bold designs do more than catch the eye — 
they trigger the imagination and challenge 
you to think outside the box and delve into 
a world brimming with colour and quirk. 

To address environmental concerns. 

Kingdom Home’s collections are designed 
and produced in Australia on biodegradable 



metallic paper. “I keep up to date with what 
our local suppliers and printers have on offer 
and take advantage of any eco technological 
advancements,” says Ken. “Our screen printers 
have recently substituted oil-based for water- 
based print solvents.” 

A standout design in the recent collection 
is In Australia We Trust. “Our coat of arms is 
a meaningful and beautiful creation that works 
perfectly as a pattern to celebrate our great 
country in any interior decor,” says Ken, whose 
style has been described as “avant-garde, 
experimental and innovative”. 

There’s nothing like pasting inspiration on 
your wall in the form of beautiful wallpaper 
that’s sure to inject some creativity into 
the home.

Dl Y-PHOBIA 

Brush off the gloss and go behind the scenes 
to see the “real” reality of DIY TV

A las — it has become impossible 
for me to turn on the TV. No, I 
don’t have RSI. Nor have I lost my 
limbs in a tragic accident. My sadly 
neglected remote gathers dust due to a growing 
malaise, which I recently discovered has an 
actual name — technophobia! An abnormal 
fear of, or effect of, technology. In my case, the 
abnormal fear relates to the proliferation of DIY 
renovation programs. 

Turn on a TV, be it free to air or pay, and it’s 
a sure bet you can find a renovation show of 
some description on offer. The more sensational 
are populated with a cast of carefully selected 
character types whose renovation journey is 
deliberately imbued with as much manufactured 
drama as possible. I can’t help thinking that if 
this is “reality”, perhaps we need to redefine 
what fiction is? 

Could DIY TV of the 21st century be the 
brand new replacement for conventional 
religion? I certainly know people who watch 
these shows religiously. If the Christian God 
could create the world in six days, then surely 
a renovation can be miraculously completed 
within the same period? But wait! Why not 
in just a day? Somehow, I think this is not 
very likely. 

The more likely story is this: Somewhere 
behind that sparkly, shiny new “aspirational 
lifestyle” remodel or new build (all of which 


was completed in “record” time) lurked an 
actual qualified consulting designer. Shocking, 

I know, but the TV editors conveniently left that 
part out in the background story. 

That architect or interior designer most 
likely spent years in higher education and 
up to decades in professional practice honing 
their skills and knowledge — all for the 
pleasure of no acknowledgement or a flattering 
reference in the fine print flashed on screen for 
a nanosecond. 

Mind you, these designers didn’t work 
alone. They had other experts on board such as 
surveyors, engineers, planning and certification 
professionals and licensed, experienced builders. 

Knocking a few holes through the walls to 
that new alfresco space was actually carefully 
documented and approved through local 
authorities. The fab lighting scheme and its 
associated wiring, spectacular lifestyle bathroom 
and its plumbing, feature staircase and its 
refined classy balustrade were just some of the 
details that were carefully designed and checked 
to comply with the National Construction Code 
and associated Australian Standards. Yes, there 
are actual laws that have to be obeyed when you 
build something. 

Sorry, but now it’s reality check time. This 
whole behind-the-scenes process actually took 
months. Oops, do I hear jeering from the back 
row filled with TV executives? I apologise for 
the nasty designer standing up for her profession

and brutally crushing your fragile constructs. 

It must be obvious by now — DIY TV truly 
irks me. I can feel my blood pressure rising just 
writing about it. 

I can’t help worrying that reality TV validates 
a belief that anyone can design and build with 
limited time and limited effort. Why do so 
many programs gloss over the simple fact that 
building or renovating a home is actually 
a complicated process? I use the word “process” 
quite deliberately, as designing and building 
requires the completion of a whole series of 
actions or steps to achieve the desired outcome 
— a space that is a pleasure to inhabit and one 
that is safe and without risk. 

The amateur renovator won’t have 
comprehensive knowledge about the pitfalls of 
building and renovating and the steps that need 
to be followed for it to be a success. And it is 
not an urban myth when you hear stories about 
how the local council made the neighbours 
down the road demolish or rip out non- 
compliant building work. 

Wonder why your insurance premiums have 
suddenly gone through the roof? It could be 
that little incident of being sued by a visitor 
who slipped and broke a bone on your lovely 
new slippery bathroom floor tiles that were 
never tested for compliance with Australian slip 
ratings. That saving of a few bucks by skimping 
on getting professional advice could become 
one of the most costly of your life. 

You could be a cynic and interpret my rant 
as simply sour grapes that as a designer. I’m 
being passed over for jobs. However, the 
truth is if you ask just about any designer, we 
genuinely care about how people experience 
the spaces around them. We are wired this way 
because this is the message we learn from day 
one of our design studies. When we say we’re 
passionate about good sustainable design, we 
mean it. Even better, we actually know how to 
implement it. So watch your DIY TV and dream 
about the possibilities available to you. Just be 
realistic and invest in your dream by employing 
a professional to help you achieve it. In the 
long run, their input will not only fulfil your 
aspirations, they will also ultimately save 
you money. HD

for more than a decade before deciding to build 
the new house,” says Kiril. “The two adult sons 
had their rooms and a living room for their use 
at the lower level, while the parents had their 
bedroom and a study at the upper street-facing 
level along with the living area and kitchen.” 

Mostly taking over the ground level, the 
couple’s two sons were essentially living out 
of home in their own family house — almost. 
Occupying separate areas of the property worked 
for the family, so the same concept was applied 
to the new home, with the two sons living in 
their own space and the parents in the other. 

The only exception was the addition of a study/ 
guest room with ensuite on the ground floor to 
cater for visitors. 

Now spanning a generous three storeys, the 
entrance of the home is grand in scale. “Just like 
entering the lobby of a tropical resort suspended 
over the sea, one enters the house after 14 metres 
of curved pathway,” explains Kiril. Spanning two 
storeys, the foyer extends into a living, dining and 
kitchen area that leads to a deck — the perfect 
spot to enjoy the views of Parramatta River. Glass 
features heavily in this space, ensuring the pristine 


scenery can be observed and physically enjoyed 
throughout the seasons by sliding across the 
folding doors that stack away neatly to provide 
unobstructed views. “The same level contains 
a powder room/guest toilet, study/guest room 
with ensuite and access to the front yard and 
double garage,” says Kiril. 

Curved lines play a key role in this home, 
ensuring there are no hard corners. Spiral 
staircases connect the levels, and the utilisation 
of a neutral colour palette contributes to the 
home’s subtle style that prioritises its surrounding 
environment. “The atmosphere of serenity and 
tranquillity was achieved by deliberately using 
a minimalist approach to colour in the interiors,” 
continues Kiril. “The polished concrete floor 
provides a subtle textured base to off-white 
painted walls and the black tones of the veneer 
and walls are repeated in the kitchen.” 

Heading up the stairs, a galleria overlooks the 
foyer and leads to the main bedroom with ensuite, 
separate dressing room as well as an additional 
bedroom and bathroom. Downstairs is the man 
cave, with two bedrooms separated by a family 
room, bathroom, laundry and external deck that

leads to the split-level pool deck and infinity pool. 

With waterfront living commonplace in Sydney, there’s 
a certain responsibility that goes with the privilege the lucky 
few are afforded. “The public domain that contains waterfront 
properties tends to be neglected as the emphasis is given to 
the rear water-facing parts,” says Kiril. “The approach of this 
design is to change all that.

W illiam Smart and his company 
Smart Design Studio are the 
brains behind The Heritage, 
a North Sydney apartment 
complex that sits proudly behind four 
Federation houses. The 24-apartment block 
offers panoramic views of Sydney Harbour, but 
best of all, simplicity rules when it comes to 
design, with owners given the ability to create 
a home doused with their signature style. 

“There were four heritage-listed houses here, 
ranging from good condition to completely 
dilapidated,” says William. “They read as 
a pair of two-storey narrow houses and a pair 
of single-storey houses on the south. They each 
had backyards that ran up to the sandstone cliff 
in their backyard at Harnett Street.” With the 
presence of heritage-listed homes immediately 
raising the bar, the brief firmly revolved around 
creating a luxurious complex that didn’t 
compromise on quality and size. 

“The clients’ brief was to create a high- 
quality apartment building to the rear with 
generous-scaled apartments,” says William. 
“The focus was to break the standard request 
of building mostly one-bedroom apartments 
and studios, and instead create a building 
where there were mostly three-bedroom 
apartments.”

Light is a central aspect of the development, 
filling the apartments with a positive 
atmosphere and brightness that creates the 
illusion of space. “The building mostly has 
three-bedroom apartments which span the floor 
to access light from both sides and allow cross- 
ventilation,” says William. “This creates very 
private and comfortable homes, with the living, 
dining, kitchen and master bedrooms on the 
east side overlooking Neutral Bay and Sydney 
Harbour and the family room and secondary 
bedrooms on the west looking back to North 
Sydney’s CBD.” 

Although privacy can be an issue for 
apartment- dwellers. The Heritage features 
areas that are divided to signal different 
purposes. “These through- apartments have 
a core in the centre which contains bathrooms, 
laundry and a kitchen,” says William.

To capitalise on Sydney’s picturesque 
views, the indoors and outdoors are 
seamlessly connected by full-height 
glass. Environmental concerns are also 
addressed at The Heritage. Energy- 
efficient fixtures and lighting were 
installed, along with water-saving devices, 
access to sunlight and louvres for solar 
control, offering passive solar benefits. 

William and his partner have taken 
advantage of the neutral colour palette 
to let their art collection take centre 


stage. Most rooms are adorned with a 
conversational art piece that sets the tone 
and encourages the colour scheme of each 
space. Monochrome rules in the living and 
kitchen area and contrasts with the natural 
element of pale grey flooring. “Timber 
detailing marries beautifully with the crisp 
white fixtures as well as the Shima Scuro 
stone used on the floor, kitchen island and 
throughout the bathrooms,” says William. 

When it comes to nailing a design brief, 
often those that are minimalist in style are 
the most difficult to replicate. But William 
has successfully created a space that is 
softly spoken in foundation, but big on 
embodying who has made this house 
a home.

W hen it comes to Surry Hills, 
there is a serious shortage of 
housing to meet the endless 
demand of those who wish to 
live in a suburb that has it all — designer 
stores, cafes, bars and the general buzz 
associated with the inner-city location. 
Originally built in the 1920s, The Austin was 
transformed from a dilapidated structure into a 
dwelling whose apartments were snapped up in 
no time at all. 

As expected, the original building 
required extensive work, with a big focus on 
maintaining the heritage feel. “Sections of 
the concrete and render had fallen away from 
the facade, so the reinforcing was exposed 
to the weather and the rust was staining the 
walls,” says architect-designer William Smart 
from Smart Design Studio. “The interiors 
were cluttered with layers of renovation 
work undertaken through the years, but the 
unusually narrow, wedge-shaped form and 
structural columns allowed us to pattern the 
elevation with oversized windows and provide 
a completely new identity.”

Preserving the original character of the 
building was a necessity due to the personal 
connection between the client and the 
structure. “She wanted to see it reinvigorated,” 
says William. “We acknowledged this by 
retaining the original name, Brackenbury and 
Austin over the front entry doors and selecting 
a bold exterior colour to match the one it had 
when she first saw it.” With red as its dominant 
colour, the complex effortlessly fits in with 
the style of dwellings located in Surry Hills. 
“The windows work with the hot chilli render 
of the facade, which provides it with a distinct 
identity that complements the bohemian 
character of Surry Hills.” 

Initially a warehouse structure, the build 
involved raising the height of the structure, 
extending the ground level, creating two levels 
of residential apartments and a lower ground- 
floor carpark. “A one-bedroom apartment and 
two-bedroom apartment are located on the 
first residential level, benefiting from the steel 
windows inserted within the facade,” says 
William. “The uppermost level is dedicated 
to an oversized two-bedroom penthouse with 
north-facing terrace and two bathrooms.” 

Incorporating rectangular openings into the 
structure was the main focus of the redesign, 
letting light fill the apartments while also 
creating an architectural element of interest. 
“The new, hand-painted steel windows were 
installed within large steel surrounds that span 
over two levels, blurring the line separating

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one storey from the next,” informs William. 
“These openings incorporate several windows 
within one. Recessed bi-fold windows at 
a high level allow the apartments to be 
fully opened to the outside.” 

By making the most of the original structure, 
The Austin also focuses on sustainability by 
using lightwells and skylights to generate 
ventilation as well as installing performance 
glass, concealed spandrels and external roller 
blinds. “Rain water collection and reuse was 
installed for flushing toilets and watering 
plants along with energy- and water-efficient 
fixtures and solar hot water,” says William. 

With its striking red appearance. The Austin 
is essentially Surry Hills — bright, quirky and 
full of character.

S plitting her time between New York 
and London, Rebekah Caudwell’s 
stomping ground encompasses two of 
the most cultural cities in the world.

add some youth, energy and a slightly more 
contemporary feel to this beautiful but rather 
serious house,” says Rebekah. “As colour is 
always my starting point, I knew we could 
change the feel of the house using unexpected 
colours.

“Colour is always my springboard,” says 
Rebekah. “I’ll have a combination of colours 
that I just can’t wait to work with. In this case, 
there are blues, hot pink, post box red and 
sunny yellow. We thought that Bloomsbury 
is a wonderful and somewhat underrated area. 
It has beautiful Georgian architecture, 
a great literary and arts heritage and some 
cool local amenities — and best of all, 
a village-like feel.”

The Salone Intemazionale del Mobile (iSaloni), held 
every April, remains the world’s most important 
design fair. It leads the way in furniture design both 
from Italy and abroad, showcasing the upcoming 
design trends that will soon be shaping interiors 
across the globe 

T his year, I was honoured to be part of this extraordinary event. Based 
in my own hometown of Milano, Italy, the Salone spread across 
an exhibiting area of more than 200,000m2, with more than 2000 
exhibitors. This year, the Salone also offered new productions and 
proposals regarding lighting at Euroluce. At iSaloni, the highlights that stood 
out for me were muted pastels and punches of colours, plush velvet fabrics as 
well as textures and shapes inspired by nature. My favourites were metal and 
glass combinations, the use of marble and natural timber, geometric designs and 
3D patterns. There was also a strong use of quilted detailing on sofas and other 
furniture pieces.

As technology constantly improves and our 
demands increase, LEDs have become thinner, 
brighter and smarter looking. At Euroluce, 
the implementation of LED lights was clearly 
leading the world of lighting design this year. 
Across the many lights exhibited, LEDs were 
cleverly disguised within lighting structures 
in order to create subtle reflections and mood 
lighting. The creative approach that illuminated 
sculptural pieces was very eye-catching. 
Moreover, the abundance of glass, metal-glass 
and natural timber combinations were used 
across pendants and chandeliers, while the use 
of fabric shades and the like were minimal.

“It should be a place 
where you notice the artwork, gorgeous bed 
linen and colours of the room rather than 
wardrobes, a stark wall or chest of drawers.” 



“I can’t tell you how many times I walk into 
a room that has the bed in an awkward area, 
leaving little free space or flow around the room,” 
says Linda, who suggests allowing a minimum 
of 800mm around all sides of the bed. “Of equal 
importance in creating a harmonious bed space is 
establishing a focal point when you first walk in 
the room,” adds Linda. With a picturesque view 
being the obvious first choice, other suggestions 
include a bed head, fireplace, artwork or bed 
linen. “Window treatments such as curtains or 
blinds should never be a point of focus. They 
should complement and not dominate.” 

It’s a good idea to measure and map out your 
bedroom before you go shopping for new pieces. 
If space is an issue, make sure you have enough 
room for a bed, wardrobe and one side table at 
least. “If there’s space left over, you can fill in the 
gaps with other furniture and decorative items,” 
says Linda. “Once you have mapped out the 
layout, take a walk in your room and mentally 
step through all the bedroom actions you will 
carry out going forward.” With regard to storage, 
make sure you can comfortably open doors and 
access your belongings easily.

“New bed linen is perhaps the easiest way to 
update the look of your bedroom,” says Linda. 
“Whether you go luxe or less, introducing some 
sort of pattern or texture on the bed cover will 
create a focal point.” 

Sometimes, a big room can appear cold and 
uninviting, and in the bedroom more than any 
other room, this is the opposite of what you 
should be trying to achieve. In this case, Linda 
suggests creating two separate zones with 
a love seat or two occasional chairs at the foot 
of the bed. This will work well if it is in front 
of a fireplace. “Oversized rooms benefit from 
a reading nook styled with a single armchair, side 
table and reading lamp to fill the space,” she adds. 

Linda suggests painting the room a bright 
colour with depth can transform a featureless 
room into something dramatic and exciting. 
“However, you may need the assistance of an 
accredited colour consultant to choose the perfect 
tone and shade to suit the particular orientation 
of the room,” she advises. While Linda is all for 
colour in the bedroom, not everything needs 
to stand out, and bold colour often benefits 
from a contrasting piece to really make it pop. 

“A simple timber frame or a bed head upholstered 
in a neutral fabric creates the perfect backdrop to 
layer bed linen of all colours and styles. It also 
allows you to easily transition your decoration to 
suit the changing seasons,” she says. 

Finally, Linda suggests coordinating window

treatments with other components in the room 
to tie the look together. “The more pieces you 
include, the more ‘done’ the room will appear. An 
alternative is to pick up on the room’s colours and 
replicate them in furniture or fabrics — either in 
the same or a complementary colour tone.” 

Bedroom lighting generally fits into three 
unique categories: 

• General — overhead in the form of ceiling 
or pendant lights. 

• Task — lighting for reading, over a side table, 
desk, chair or inside cupboards. 

• Accent — used to accentuate art works or 
focal points. 

For general and task lighting, think about where 
you will be walking and conducting general 
activities. If space is an issue, Linda suggests 
hanging pendant lights over bedside tables. 

“This will create a less cluttered look and an air 
of romance. Another clean-line, space-saving 
technique is to use wall-mounted lights,” she adds.

As it’s the place you are most likely to walk 
barefoot and least likely to spill food, the 
bedroom is ideal for all-over carpeting and 
it simply feels more comfortable. “Natural 
fibres such as wool are always a good bet, 
though eco options such as eco-i- Soft to 
Touch by Godfrey Hirst are made from 
natural corn sugar and are alternatives worth 
considering,” says Linda. To add that finishing 
touch to a room, Linda suggests adding an 
area or throw rug, especially if the room is not 
carpeted. “In an ideal world, the bed is either 
entirely on or off the rug, but as long as about 
three-quarters of the rug is under the bed, 
it’s okay,” says Linda. Throw rugs can help 
divide your bedroom into zones. For example, 
a small rug teamed with a bench at the foot of 
the bed can create a nice seating area. “Placed 
on each side of the bed, a throw rug in a soft 
pile makes a luxurious landing pad. To add 
more texture, layer smaller rugs over larger- 
area rugs,” adds Linda.

M M lean lines” are certainly 

V w ^“the buzz words for modern 
kitchens, but what does that 
actually mean? “Modem, clean 
lines are created using shadow handles, flat doors 
and neutral colours,” explains Phil O’Brien from 
Designer Kitchens. With a majority of clients 
seeking a minimal and timeless design, Phil says 
he is now creating more modem-style kitchens 
over traditional or country styles. “The design 
elements won’t date, and clients can style their 
kitchens with soft furnishings such as pendants, 
vases, candles, tea towels and paintings to change 
the look and feel and keep up with trends.” 

In addition to open-plan and indoor-outdoor 
living, the latest trend on his radar is the use 
of backlit marble. “We think this creates a 
timeless and elegant design — it looks a million 
dollars,” continues Phil. Benchtops have gone 
through dramatic changes as well. “Formica and 


round edges have changed to the sharp edges of 
Caesarstone and marble,” he adds. If space is an 
issue, mirrored splashbacks are a popular choice.

1 1n 1993, Denton Corker Marshall opened 
the Adelphi as a minimalist 34-room 
boutique hotel. Recently updated with 
luxe factor, the hotel rooms feature 
chevron wall-to-wall custom-designed 
rugs, cherry lamps, liquorice allsort stools 
and graphic bathrooms. 

2 The Real Good chair is available in 

a copper-plated finish that’s intended to 
patina naturally with handling and age 
fora unique look. 

3 Tierras is a revisited tradition of 
terracotta tiles created by Mutina and 
Patricia Urquiola with a back story 
derived from Australia. When creating 
this range, Patricia visited Uluru twice 
and injected the same colours into the 
Tierras tiles and grouts. 

4 Framed by a camera and plucked 
from the sky, clouds become numinous 
artefacts — images filtered through 
the mind’s eye and an ever-changing 
topography in the landscape of the 
human heart. The Cloud series from 
Otomys is a stunning collection that’s 
powerful and peaceful. 

5 Foxeys Hangout is my absolute 
favourite place to enjoy a lazy weekend 
lunch with great food, wine and a 


stunning backdrop of rolling hills and 
vines teamed with simple architecture. 

6 Every Studio Twocan piece is 
individually handcrafted with care and 
precision. I just can’t get enough! 

7 Australian designed and made, the 
modular functionality of Light Garden 
allows the user to create an organic and 
abstract pattern across a surface, making 
each installation completely unique. 

8 I love these SEMI handles, which are 
designed to be paired off. These dynamic 
duos create a square or circular visual, 
although they work just as beautifully as 
standalone handles. 

9 The new graphite, rose copper and 
burnished brass finishes by Natural 
Elements are to die for. My love for 
products that age with time make this 
range so special — better still, they are 
made and designed in Australia. 

10 Martine Emdur works in light and 
shadow, but the physical reality of the 
ocean is always in the foreground. Step 
into the image, and you are immediately 
in over your head. Suspended, weightless 
and spellbound, her paintings awaken my 
sensors of fear, calm and sensuality.
